George McGovern and 
President Richard Nixon would 
take sharpiy contrasting actions 
on campus day care centers, 
youth discount air fares and 
foreign military aid, according to 
the results of a questionnaire 
given the two candidates by the 
National Student Lobby (NSL). 


Mr. Nixon opposes day care 

centers on principle. Sen 
McGovern would publicly 
Support both passage and 
funding of campus day care 
centers for children of students, 
faculty, and staff 


McGovern as President would 
Support legislation permitting 
discount air fares on airlines for 
persons under 22 and over 65, 
thus preventing the Civil 
Aeronautics Board from banning 
them. Mr. Nixon feels this is an 
area the executive branch should 
not involve itself in 


McGovern would end the 


Nixon policies of committing 
troops and opening bases 
overseas without Congressional 
approval and of giving foreign 
aid to military and colonial 
governments such as Rhodesia 
and Portugal 

The NSL questionnaire also 
asked the candidates’ views on 
student financial aid, Price 
Commission controls of tuition 





and/or room-and-boarda 

increases, the war, abortion, a 
volunteer army and 
conversion 

Mr. Nixon supports the idea of 
financial aid going directly to all 
qualified students. However, the 
level of funding he would 
support is uncertain in view of 
his four first-term education 
vetoes. McGovern would support 
substangal funding in fiscal year 
1973 of Basic Grants, 
work-study, community service 
work-study, and supplemental 
Education Opportunity Grants 
going directly to students 

McGovern favors price 
guidelines for tuition and/or 
room and board. Mr. Nixon’s 
staff did not know if the current 
exemptions from price controls 
for tuition and room and board 
at public and private universities 
would be continued or if one or 
both of these costs would be 
limited. 

The President's pwsition on the 
war has been that POWs must be 
released and 
reached before forces would be 
withdrawn from INdochina

McGovern wouid continue to 
support helping convert from a 
defense industry-based econom,s 


to a civil science systems- based 
economy by spending money on 
research and development 
(R&D) of mass transportation, 
Pollution control, health care 
systems, etc. in an amount equal 
to that of military R&D, as 
required in the Senate-passed S. 
32. Mr. Nixon’s staff said the 
nation is already converting to a 
peacetime economy since more 
of the tax dollar is now being 
spent on human resources than 
on defense 

In fiscal 1973, $8.9 billion is 
being spent on military R & D 
and $7.6 billion on non-defense 
R & D. All R & D spending has 


increased greatly under the 
Nixon Administration. A 
McGovern administration would 
bring defense and non-defense R 
& D to parity 

Both President Nixon and Sen 
McGovern would leave abortion

When one pauses to assess the 
damage the Far Western 
Conference and the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association's 
(NCAA) confounding 1.6 
eligibility ruling has caused 
here--to sport, to mind and to 
spirit, the statistics, however 
unfavorable, are impressive 

Hardest hit sport in. this 
eligibility fiasco is Stan Wright's 


"72 FWC championship track 
and field squad 
Of the 13 athletes who have 


involuntarily felt wrath of the 
1.6", eight were track and field 
men--all of the eight being 
outstanding performers 

Ralph Ligons, 220 champ and 
runner-up in the century in last 
season's conference meet; 
Adrian Rogers, Seaborn Bowens 
and Roger McGill, along with 
Ligons comprising a 40.6 relay 


foursome, Val Lopez, valuable 
third place finisher in the 
decathion last year, Geoff 


Henderson, possessor of 4:13.0 
mile and 1:53.4 half mile speed; 
Tom Elis, runner-up in the 120 
HH and school record holder at 
14.2; and Al Stewart, declared 
Out as a basketbalier, but also a 
fine high jumper at 6 ft. 8 in 

It has been this writer's 
contention that the NCAA's 
testing--the dedaration of 
eligibility--upon entering college 
as a freshman student-athlete, is 
both racially and culturally 
biased. 

An unofficial example of this is 
Wright’s ousted trackmen--all 
minority athietes--seven blacks 
and one chicano. 

Not only is the testing racially 
and culturally biased, it is alsoa 
poor example for the 
establishment of an individual's 
ability to progress academically 
upon entrance to college. 

As pointed out by Wright, 
there cannot be any validity in 
the 1.6 testing as an indicator of 
a student-athiete’s academic 
Capabilities-certainly not in the 
case of the eight track and fieid 
athletes. 

“If you check the academic 
progress of all the track athletes 
involved, you will find that they 
are making norma! progression 
towards a degree and taking 
appropriate courses. You will 
also find that their grade point 
averages (GPA) are from ?.0 to 
3.0 plus, which indicates further 
that the 1.6 testing rule is an 
invalid standard,’’ Wright 
explained 
in a candid discussion with 
Wright, who has served as an 
NCAA and NAIA Rules 
Committee member, some 
thought-provoking and frank 
anwers eminated from the CSUS 
track boss 


Herewith an uncut and 
uninterrupted conversation 
Q. The ruling on the 


inéligibilities has obviously hurt 
your team the most. How do 
you feel this will effect your 
squad’ 

A. It's going to have a 
definited, disastrous effect on

our squad, not only loosing eight 
fine athletes but the emotional 
factor as well is more important 
in that it will bother the rest of 
the athletes who are left. it 
seers to me that we can look 
forward to a very unpleasant and 
unproductive season. That 
doesn't mean that i'm going to 
hang my head and go someplace 
ina corner and sulk or have any 
vindictive feelings about it--! 
don't like it but there's nothing | 
can do about it. It will certianly 
have an effect on our season 
since we ahd a very fine nucleus 
and these eight athietes were a 
very strong part of that nucleus 


Q. How has it affected you 
personally? 


A. It has teft me very 
disenchanted and bitter about 
the whole nasty business 
Primarily because the athletes 
are not at fault, but that they 
have to be the scapegoats or the 
Pawns in the whole thing and | 


have some very strong feelings 
about the rule that put them in 
this position. It's going to have a 
very negative affect on our 
recruiting program, especially 
related to the minority athlete. 
This rule is a very difficult rule 
to explain--it’s very difficult for 
a lot of the high school coaches 
to understand and realize what it 
really means, and it’s an 
educational process that some of 
the high school counselors don't 
even understand. The sad part 
about it is that the guys were 
accepted-- whether they were 
accepted in the EOP program or 
the two percentage program--it 
doesn’t make a bit of difference 
as far as I'm concerned. Both of 
these programs are a ligitimate 
Part of the university program 
and the guys are bonafide 
students, but because of the 1.6 
ruling, they've been classified as 
“'non-predictors’’ or 
“sub-predictors”’. 


Q. in tine with the 1.6 ruling 

which has sidelined the 13 
athletes at CSUS-eight being 
track and field athietes--with the 
majority of these 13 athietes 
being minorities, do you feel 
that the test is a culturally 
biased test? 


A. There's no question about 
this. I've felt this ever since the 
rule was enacted in 1965. When 
it came up on the floor at the 
NCAA committee meeting in 
1968 | spoke against the rule or 
the possibility of the rule 
coming into being at that time 
The rule has no relationship to 
culturally deprived and 
substandard economic 
youngsters which come from the 
rural areas, inner city and ghetto 
areas. The test was made up at 
the University of lowa between 
1952-54 and it was related to 


the middie and upper-middle 
class white student out of the 
state of lowa. At that time the 
only place you could find any 

















blacks in lowa at all were in 
cities such as Des Moines, lowa, 


Davenport, lowa and a few 
others. So the test was not made 
or has no relationship in my 
opinion, to ethnic minority 
students who come from the 
areas that | described. And, I'll 
go 4 step further and say that 


the test is a racist test--it’s a 
discriminatory test because it 


does not affect any other

Q. Related to athletics, do you 
feel that a student athlete or 
student should be tested before 
entering college 


A. Let me say this about the 1.6 
ruling before | answer that 

question. The 16 came into 
being supposedly so that the 
universities and colleges would 
not exploit athletes. It was 
supposed to indicate whether or 

not athletes could pass on the 
college or university level, but 
this test is not indicative that 
any student can pass or fail. | 

don't believe that any athiete 
should be exploited and athletes 
are still being exploited despite 
the fact that you nave the 1.6 

The “‘behind the scene” of the 
1.6 was to put a restriction on 
some of the major universities 
and colleges who were recruiting 
a@ great deal of biack athletes at 
that time and met with success 
in competition. A lot of the 
white athletic directors came up 
with this scheme (the 1.6 ruling) 
to control the recruitment of 
black athletes and other ethnic 
minorities because many schools 
couldn't get them--the 
Southeastern Conference where 
Tennessee, Kentucky in those 
days didn’t nave minority 
athietes, as did many 
conferences. | feel that an open 
policy that has been put in 
effect in the last ten years in 
colleges and universities has 
destroyed the myth that tests 
are needed to determine who is 
college material. The open 
Policy is quite prevalent in the 
East where they allow students 
to come in who haven't finished 
high school and take controlled 
courses and establish their basis 
and then go from there. 
Personally, | don't think it's 
necessary--not everyone is 
college material--not all ethnic 
minority students mature early 
like a lot of people think they 
do. | think they mature on a 
normal! basis like anybody else 
These tests don't mean a thing 
they're just a device to control 
people according to their social, 
political, economic, and racial 
background 


Q. With the ineligibilities of the 
eight track athletes, in your 
opinion, how was it discovered 
after two years that these 
athletes were ineligible. 


A. Well, there's two separate 
cases the way ! see it. The three 
athletes that were declared 
ineligible last spring just before 
the conference meet-- this came 
about when the assistant coach 
at Cal State, Hayward turned us 
in to his athletic director and 
said that he felt some of our 
athletes (track and field) were 
not eligible. Their athletic 
director, complained to his 
faculty representative who in 
turn complained to the 
commissioner of the conference 
and then it came down to our 
athletic director. Now, the four 


athietes he said were Adrian 
Rodgers, Seaborn Bowens, John 
Roberts and Jerry Coleman 
After the investigation, it was 
shown that Roberts and 
Coleman were eligible and that 
Bowens and Rodgers were not 
because of their tow test 
scores--which placed them in the 
category of ‘“‘sub-predictors”’. 
Further in the investigation, it 
was discovered that Roger 
McGill, who came out of a 
jumtor college and was an EOP 
student had a 2.5 GPA but did 
Mot predict a 1.6 eligibility 
standing. But he was a separated 
case from the others. After this 
came out, the guys were 
ineligible--t had no feelings 
about it and | agreed they were 
ineligible, but 2 mistake had 
been made in their certification. 
So they participated in eleven 
track meets--this is what upset 
me. They'd been certified by our 
institution here, they’d been 
certified by our faculty 
representative and they had been 
certified as far as the conference 
was concerned. | would say 
basically, that all of us are to 
blame for that. That, in my 
opinion, is what | would call an 
institutional error. it was 
appealed to the conference by 
Dr. Fouss so that the young men 
would be protected, and the 
conference athletic directors 
voted 7-0 and the faculty 
representative voted 7-0 in favor 
of the athletes and when | left 
here in June for the Olympic 
Trials, 1! was confident the 
athletes were straight for the 
coming year--in fact, | told them 
so and the conference, in their 
ruling said there was no deceit or 
dishonesty involved, so therefore 
they felt the athietes should not 
be penalized. During the month 


of June-and | didn’t know 
about this until | had gone 
Overseas--| got a memo in 
Munich. Before | left | was 


informed by letter to give him 
(Dr. Fouss) some information on 
Rodgers, McGill, and Bowens for 
the NCAA and | wanted to 
know why--why was this 
information going back to the 
NCAA-what was the story? | 
was completely in the dark. Dr 
Fouss was on vacation at the 
time, so | really couldn't get to 
him and his secretary didn't 
know what was going on, but | 
suspected that there was 
something going on. So when | 
got overseas | received this 


memo and saw a copy of a letter 
from the NCAA office that 
somebody at Sacramento had 
sent the information to the 
NCAA. This upset me very 
much. In the memo dated Auq 
4, 1972, Or. Fouss said that, 
“On July 18th, Warren Brown, 
assistant Executive Diector of 
the NCAA, responded to 
Romona’s (Dr. Fouss’ secretary) 
letter." The memorandums were 
those of May 12th from Tom 
Edwards, who had prepared 
memorandums of the academic 
background of the young men 
and how they were admitted to 
the school, to William Stull, the 
faculty representative, so he 
could bring it to the 
conference--(continuing portion 
of memo of Aug. 4th) “were 
received on June 26th without a 
covering letter."’ Somebody took 
these memos, and it had to be 
somebody in my opinion, close 
to the situation who knew what 
memos to send, where to find 
the memos and who to send it 
to. So on june 26th Warren 
Brown received these memos 
without a covering letter which 
means that someone put them in 
@ blank envelope. (Aug. 4th 
memo con't.) “tl verified this 
information in a call to Warren 


Brown on August 4. Therefore, 
either someone in the 
conference or here at 
Sacramento State sent copies of 
the above mentioned 
memorandums to Warren 
Brown. | have not corresponded 
or discussed this matter with 
Warren Brown prior to August 
4th nor do | believe Ev Shelton 
(FWC Commissioner) wrote or 
called Warren Brown in this 
matter previously although he 
could have every right to do so 
as commissioner of the 
conference. Perhaps | am naive 
but it stirs me to think that the 
faculty representatives and 
athletic directors voted 7-0 not 
to punish Sacramento State and 
then possibly someone from the 
conference slipped a 
memorandum into an envelope 
and sent them in to the NCAA 
or worse still, the possibility that 
some culprit here at Sacramento 
State reported this matter to the 
NCAA in such 4 clandestine 
manner without notifying me 
Not everyone wears a white 
hat.” | feel that it came directly 
from Sacramento State and also 
from someone who knew 
exactly what he was doing 


Q. Is it a fact that you as did 
Dr. Fouss were aware of the 
track athletes’ ineligibility? 


A. if Dr. Fouss told you this he 
is not telling the truth. In a 
meeting | challenged him on this 
point and | even said that “Bill 
Carr told me that you said that | 
knew they were ineligible.”” And 
he (Dr. Fouss) denied it and said 
that “If ft thought you knew 
they were ineligible | would have 
recommended you be fired.”’ | 
did not knuw that these athletes 
were ineligible and there was no 
willful intent to cheat. Under no 
circumstances would | have 
brought this type of reaction 


upon myself or would | have 
done this type of immoral act or 
injustic to these athletes. 


Q. During my talk with Dr. 
Fouss there was mention of the 
reason why the track team could 
not compete in the national 
championship--thet competing in 
the NCAA championship would 
have meant declaring several 
athletes ineligible then? 


A. That's not the total truth 
Yes, | know that there was a 
question on Ligons, Ellis and 
Henderson because of their 
Participation in the National 
meet as freshmen. But despite 
the fact that | knew that there 
was a question and that there 
was 4 possibility that they were 
ineligible to compete, we had 
eight or nine guys like Kevin 
Fury, Bob Parks, Dave Griffith, 
Jerry Coleman, Kevin Moore, 
Skip Dawson, yourself, John 
Roberts, Noel Hitchcock, and a 
couple of other guys who could 
have gone to the Nationals. This 
was in My opinion just a 
subterfuge to be used as an 
excuse to keep us from going 
The reali reason in my opinion 
why we did not go to the 


Nationals is that Or. Fouss 
precluded us because he felt 
when we had these three 


ineligibilities that there was no 
way we would win the 
conterence. Dr. Fouss went tc 
the athletic board a week before 
the conference to ask for the 
tennis money. He had my 
Proposal in his hands a week 
before anything came up on 
eligibility. He knew exactly what 
we 78 ¢@ asking 
for--approximately $2500. At 
that time when he went to the 
board he knew of the three 
ineligibilities, but | sent him my 
Proposal as ! said, there was no 
eligibility question. When he 
went before the athietic board 
to ask for the money for the 
tennis team, he of course, knew 
about the ineligibilities, so 
therefore,--this is conjecture on 
my part-! have strong opinions 
that he preciuded us and did not 
Present the track proposal at 
that time and when the guys 
came through and won the 
conference-- (the rule is that the 
track coach has the green 
light--he can move onward to the 
national championships anybody 
he feels deserves to go who'll 
represent the school weil.) This 
is where he and | got in a serious 
disagreement. | must admit that 
| knew about the possibility of 
the three guys being ineligible, 
but that is not the real reason 
why we didn't go to the NCAA 
championships. We didn't go to 
the NCAA championships 
because the money was given to 
one sport. He preciuded us in 
my opinion, by not asking for 
any Money because he felt that 
we were not going to win the 
conference. And it wasn’t until 
later on that the possibility of 
ineligibilities came up. 


Q. It has been rumored for 
quite some time now that you 
and Dr. Fouss have been at odds 
with one another. Would you 
comment on the status of your 
relationship with Dr. Fouss? 
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A. Yes, | will admit that there 
has been some very strained 
relations between Dr. Fouss and 
myself and all | want to say 
about it at this time is that it's 
true and I'm not going to deny it 
and those strained relations, the 
way | see it, have been both that 
of 2 professional and a personal 
nature 


Q. Do you feel that this type of 
relationship would be 
detrimental to the program in 
any way’ 


A. Well, | told him very frankly 
in some of our discussions that | 
feit that because of the type of 
relationship we have that he was 
rather over-zealous, that he was 
Out to discredit me and to 
discredit’ the track program. 
And it's very significant that the 
majority of the ineligibilities are 
in track and field when | feel 
myself, very strongly, that if 
they went back and looked at 
other sports and especially the 
sports that participated in the 
National Championships, they'd 
find the same thing. But this has 
not heer done and | don’t think 
it's going to be done. | think he's 
satisfied now with what he’s 
found and he’s going to stay 
right with what he’s found 


Q. Do you expect any more 
ineligibilities to turn up between 
here and the end of the year’ 


A. No. The only way that any 
iNeligibilities can turn up now is 
when the guys fill out their 
Cligibility blanks and when 
they're processed they pick it 
up. No, | don't think there will 
be any more and | hope not, but 
you never know 


Q. What is the responsibility of 
a coach in seeing to it that a 
Prospective athlete meets ail! the 
necessary requirements before 
entering college’ 


A. The coach's responsibility | 
feel, is to let the youngster 
know, his family know, his 
coach know and possibly his 
counselor, everything he needs 
to get into Sacrarnento State 
University. As an example, you 
need to tell him he has to take 
one or two tests, you need to 
explain to him as generally as 
you can without getting into the 
technical details what the 1.6 
means--why the 1.6 is there and 
the necessity for taking the tests. 
And also you need to have him 
check on the dates when he can

Q. Can you foresee an end to 

what appears to be an annual 
occurrence of ineligibilities at 
Sacramento State? 


A. Yes, | can foresee it because | 
think Dr. Bond (college 
president) 1s a man that is going 
to take the bull by the horns and 
make damn certain that there is 
not a repetition and aiso make 
certain that the athlete does not 
get hurt. | feel that he is a man 
who is deeply concerned that the 
institution and the conference 
rules which are in conflict with 
the NCAA are at fault.

absolutely necessary that some 
type of class action suit be taken 
into the federal courts to test 
this case. But this time, they feel 


that it has to be documented 
and shown that tests are
